REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claim 1 is allowable over the prior art because the prior art does not disclose or 
suggest: a server-side load driving mechanism configured to select individual ones of 
operations and associated operational parameters in a Web scenario template based 
upon an identified state of a Web application, the server-side load driving mechanism 
being further configured to dispatch operations in the Web application which correspond 
to the selected ones of the operations and associated operational parameters. 

Claims 2-15 are allowable over the prior art because the prior art does not 
disclose or suggest: selecting an operation and associated operational parameters from 
a Web scenario template based upon retrieved state information for a session in a Web 
application and invoking the operation in the Web application as selected from the Web 
scenario template in lieu of invoking an operation in the Web application based upon an 
intercepted network message.
